Small tin boxes of the soap, directed to each of 
the correspondonts, lay on a table in the cen- 
ter of the ream. The first score of newspaper 
men who arrived after fully appreciating how 
they had been sold got even by sitting down 
and waiting tosee the other fellows caught: 
Some of them rushed in almost{breathless, with 
expectancy plainly pictured on their faces, 
only to be mercilessly guyed »y the former 
victims of the shrewd practical joke. There 
has not been so much fun out of of the Pan 
Electric investigation since it began.

Another promised sensation failed today. It 
was reported that Mr. Foran, of Ohio, was 
going to make his long looked for. attack on 
Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, and expectation was 
on tiptoe fora dramatic scene between these 
two champions of the labor interests.

Foran and O'Neill Induige in a Serio-Comic

.WASEIxotTon, April 27.—In the house, 
on motion of Mr. Co of Massachusetts, 
the senate bill passed extending for two 
montbs, from 30th April, 1886, the duties of 
the clerk of the late court of commission 
of Alabama claims.

The people are suffering from the sale 
of these lands to foreign holders, cattle syndi- 
cates and speculators. These lands, it has 
been urged, should be set apart for actual set- 
tlers. The substitute creates another obstacle 
to the adoption of this policy. The substitute 
is not sufficient) y guarded in its provisions, It 
isa litthe more than a declaration of the in- 
tention onthe partof the government, and 
does not provide those restrictions upon appor- 
tionment, expenditure and accounting for of 
the money granted, which any well matured 
scheme wou!d contain. 

Representative Crain, in reporting the bill, 
submitted only a formal report recommending 
its passage. 

The house, in committee of the whole,fagain 
took up the river and harbor biil. 

The paragraph accepting from the state of 
Ohio the Muskingum river improvement gave 
rise tomuch opposition, and Mr. Reagan, of 
Texas, moved tostrikeit fromthe bill. In 
supporting the motion, Mr, Hewitt, of New 
York, said that the bill contained several pro- 
posais by which the United States went into 
different states and either by purchase, con- 
cemnation or gift became the owner of works 
within those states. He had dissented from 
the paragraph forthe condemnation of the 
works of the Monongahela Navigation 
company because he had felt 
that it was a dangerous innovation, He would 
have said that it was an unconstitutional step, 
but he was aware that all the barriers erected 
by the constitution had been long since swept 
away. The government was becoming the 
dumping ground of all the unprofitable enter- 
prises of the several states. The states were 
trying to shift the cost of maintenanceof local 
ente: prises tothe broad shoulders of the people 
of the country. He was utterly opposed to 
such a proposition. 

The debate took rather a miscellaneous 
tury, embracing national taxation, the labor 
question, business depression and how to rem- 
cdy it, extravagance of the democratic parity; 
the centralizing tendency of government; 
the burden of the great corporations; the 
Oaklahoma question and silver. 

Finally a motion to strike cut was lost, and

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GRANT'S BIRTHDAY, 


Celebration of the Event--Speeches by Sen- 
ators Brown and Sherman,

GRAHAM, THE WIFE MURDERER, 
HUNG TO A TREE. 


&pringfield and Lynch a Miscreant—The Warn- 
ing Notice Fastened to His Body—Other 
Crimes from Various Sections. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 27.—At 1:30 
o'clock this morning 400 armed men sur- 
rounded the county jail and began parleying 
with the sheriff for the surrender of George 
E. Graham, evangelist and wife murderer. 
The sheriff would not comply with their de- 
mands, but they soon battered in the doors 
and secured the prisoner. At 2 o’clock the 
mecb started out of town on the Boonville road 
with Grabam intheir midst. It was thought 
that the mob would take Graham to the Mol- 
lery farmand hang him and throw his body 
in the well where his wife’s body was found, 
but the leaders of the party artfally gave 
their followers the slip by starting in the direc- 


course as scon as the others turned back, and 
while yet within the city limits hanged him 
to a tree, within one hour afterthe attack 
was made on the jail. 

Sheriff Donnell said: 

‘I have heard so much talk of mobs that I 
gave up the idea of one. The first thing I 
knew was about 1 o'clock, when masked men 
broke into the room, and said: 

““*We are friends. Don’t be scared.’ + 

“They overpowered me, and then réquested 
the keysof Mrs. D. Getting tired of a refusal, 
the leaders said : 

‘Well, boys, bring the tools.’ 

“One of the party, who evidently knew 
where they were, walked straight to the 
drawer where the keys were kept, and forced 
it open ; I knew nothing of how Graham took 
it—I was kept close in the room.” 

Mrs. Donnell said: 

“They were cool and collected. When they 
unlocked Graham’s cell, he said : 

“*You can hang me, but, by G—d, you can’t 
scare me.” 

They tied his hands behind him and march- 
ed him through the hall with a rope around 
his neck. He was as white as a sheet, bat 
otherwise never flinched. The mob is vari- 
ously estimated at from 150 to 400. Graham 
made entreaties for them to spare him, but 
went to his death coolly, and died apparently 
without a struggle. The mob dispersed in all 
directions. 

The coroner of Greene county held an in- 
guest over the body this morning. The jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that the de- 
ceased came to his death by strangulation at 
the hands of persons unknown. Cora Lee, 
Graham's alleged accomplice, had been in- 
formed that an attempt to lynch him would 
be made, but she failed to notify the sheriff or 
to make any attempt to save her lover’s life. 

‘The following notice was pinned to Gra- 
bam’s body. 

OBITUARY NOTICE. 

“When the coroner is in possession of this paper, 
George E. Graham will be dead, and as little pun- 
isbment will have been inflicted as if he had 
been hanged by the legal authority. It is a matter 
of right to the community and justice to hu- 
manity that we ignore the iaw in this instance. 
We reccenize the fact that our criminal statutes 
are not equal to all occasions. . Therefore, we have 


resolved to remove from our midst the 
worst criminal who has ever infested 
our ecunty. that we may hereafter 


aud forever, live and be without his presence and 
vicious influence. We heartily welcome all stran- 
gers to Citizenship whoare worthy of it. We give 
this, teo, as a warning to ex-convicts and murder- 
ers.who may hereafterinvade ourcounty to impose 
on ovrtredulity. We also givea warning that any 
person or persons, of any rank or station, who dare 
try to discover the actorsin this tragedy will be 
surely and speedily dispatched to hell, where all 
things are revealed tothe curious.

The companion hastily bound up the wound 
cording the arm above so asto stop the flow 
of blood. He then cautioned Walker to re- 
main quiet, and started off in search of a phy- 
sician. But Walker would not remain, and 
mounting his horse, he attempted to follow. 
It was evident that he got upand down from 
his horse several times, until the loosing of 
the bandages caused the blood to flow quite 
freely. At last assistance reAiched him, he was 
taken to the house, and the physician amputa- 
ted the arm near the shoulder. 

The strain had been tuo great, however, and 
coupled with the loss of blood, death ensued 
in six hours after the fatal accident. The re- 
mains passed through Macon this morning, in 
charge of Mr. Davis. | 

The remains were accompanied to Columb.as 
by Dr. A. J. Battle, president of Mercdér uni- 
versity, who will conduct the funeral services. 
Will Nunnally, R. J. Cain, J. W. Helveston, 
H. G. Lawson, J. E Bivins and R. L. Reynolds 
will act as pall-bearers when the remains are 
eonducted fromthe depot to the grave. They 
were sent by J. J. Clay, undertaker, and ar- 
ranged for burial.

2. Where the plaintiff fails in his suit, or 
voluntarily dismisses it, the other party is not 
driven to his action on the bond, but may have 
a writ of restitution for the property and its 
hire ora fieri facias, if he so elects, for its 
value. If he elects to take’ the money, the 
sworn value placed upon the property would 
s«<m to afford the correct measure of damages, 
especially where all of the property was seized 
and turned over by the plaintiff. 

(a.) In this instance, most, but not all, of 
the property seemsto have been seized and 
turned over by the sheriff to the plaintiff, and 
what was thus taken was valued according to 
the standard laid down inthe affidavit for 
bail.

An Inhuman Sentimentalist. 

The labors of Mr. Henry Bergh in behalf 
of the animal creation have made him fa- 
mous. He is credited with having a big, 
tender heart, and his’ name is honored all 
over the land. 

It is quite possible that Mr. Bergh has been 
doing a large sentimental business on a very 
small capital. In fact, it is suspected that 
he is a pig headed crank, selfish, mean and 
malicious. It is time to strip the mask from 
the insufferable old fraud and place him 
where he belongs. 

The first inkling people had of this man’s 
blind stupidity and callous indifference to 
the woes of his fellow man was when he op- 
posed Pasteur’s remedy for hydrophobia on 
the ground that the physician was compelled, 
in the course of his experiments, to destroy 
the lives of afew rabbits. Bergh wept over 
the rabbits, but he gave not a thought to the 
men, women and children who were dying in 
the agonies of hydrophobia. 

The latest appearance of Mr. Bergh is in 
the role of a prosecutor. On the crowded 
platform of a street car he came in contact 
with an old man who had just had a tooth 
pulled, and who was under the influence of 
nitrous oxide. The old man was testy and 
used profane language. For this Mr. Bergh 
had him arrested, arraigned and fined. A 
full explanation was made and an apology 
offered by the defendant, but the eminent 
sentimentalist was not satisfied. 'To appease 
his wounded vanity he insisted ‘that a feeble 
and venerable man, an honest toiler, should 
literally take the bread from his family to 
pay a police court fine.

Among Spreckels’s 
partners are the defaulting Union and Cen- 


tect the sugar monopoly by practically re- 
fusing to carry sugar from the eastern states 
to California. Spreckels is, therefore, free 
to name the profits he wants from consumers 
on the Pacific coast, and we may be sure he 
he has no friends in that part of the country, 
and nearly every man would rejoice over the 
ending of the Hawaiian treaty. 

The Spreckels combination urges the im- 
portance of building up our foreign trade, of 
retaining the friendship and control of 
islands that would in an emergency be of 
great strategetical value; but all such talk is 
rubbish. We cannot hold the islands with- 
out a navy, and the proposed foreign trade 
comes at too “high a price. It is not worth 
the price demanded. Spreckels may think 
otherwise, but the Pacific coast people, whom 
he has unmercifully bled these many years, 
do notagree with him. Spreckels and his 
treaty should be abolished. 


The EKight-Hour Law. 

It has been freely stated thata general 
strike in favor of a reduction of the work- 
ing day to eight hours would take place 
throughout the country on and after May 1, 
but the more recent information negatives 
these statements. The grand master work- 
man does not favor such a strike, and a re- 
cent report says : 

“Recent events have influenced the general ex- 
ecutive board of the Knights of Labor to forbid 
strikes for the eight-hour system on May 1. Most 
of the members of the national trade unions are 
Knights of Labor, and if they strike it will not be 
as members of that order, but as trade unionists, 
but they will;doubtless receive the moral support 
of the Knights of Labor. While the labor organi- 
zations have increased in strength and member- 
ship during the past year beyond their anticipa- 
tions, hey see more clearly now than they could 
when the struggie was a year distant that the en- 
forcement of the eight-hour system involves many 
difficuities and responsibilities which seem greater 
as they approach; and, while representative work- 
ingmen say that, having puttheir hand to the 
plow they will not turn back, the prevailing senti- 
ment among them appears to be that they wish 
they hada little more timeto prepare for the 
struggle.”’ 


Some of the trades unions are willing to 
accept a proportionate reduction of wages, 
but as a rule the unions desire a reduction 
in the hours of labor, but none in the daily 
wages. A man who is earning ten dollars a 
week does not want his pay cut down to 
eight dollars a week on any account what- 
ever. 

The proposed change would be far reach- 
ing in its effects, and the workingmen show 
their intelligence when they approach the 
issue with hesitancy and doubts. It is a 
duty they owe to those dependent upon 
them to first consider the case and all attend- 
ant circumstances, and then to act with cau- 
tion and foresight. The action shouldbe 
the result of study and reflection, and not 
vice versa. Mr. Powderly needs the aid of 
all the conservatism of his great organiza- 
tion if there is to be a stubborn contest over 
the eight-hour plan. 


Compulsory Comfort. 

The most remarkable, as well as the most 
gigantic, socialistic experiment of the age is 
now in progress in Germany. 

About three years ago the German parlia- 
ment, prompted by Bismarck, passed a lay 
for the compulsory insurance of working- 
men. The insurance was divided into two 
classes, life insurance and insurance against 
sickness. 

Without going inté the details of the busi- 
ness, it is enough to say that under the law 
every German workingman is now obliged 
to contribute periodically a small portion of 
his wages to an insurance fund. This fund, 
in large cities and towns, is managed by a 
guild or by a local committee. In other 
places it is managed by the municipal gov- 
ernment. About 4,000,000 industrial em- 
ployes are insured in the guilds, and about 
10,000,000 in the community organizations. 

After a trial of three years it is generally 
admitted that the experiment has thus far 
been entirely successful. The peculiar fea- 
ture of the whole thing is that the working- 
men did not originate it. Although essen- 
tially socialistic, this grand scheme had its 
origin in the fertile brain of the Iron Chan- 
cellor. Naturally, it has operated as a check 
upon the anarchists. Itis a novel idea to 
force aman to provide for his comfort in 
case of sickness, and to compel him to do 
something for his family after his death. It 
may be very arbitrary, very despotic and an 
invasion of the rights of the individual, but 
itisto be hoped that noattempt will be 
made to overthrow it until its opponents 
have a better system to ofier as a substitute.

An Erroneous Impression Corrected-The Arrange- 

ment for Bscorting Mr. Davis to Atlanta—The 
Plans for the Coming Ceremonies—Vari- 
ous Matters of Interest of the Day.

Mr. H. ©. Hanson, of the Macon Telegraph, 
as chairman of the lecture committee of the 
Y. M. L. A. of Macon, on the 9th of April fad- 
dressed Mr. Davis an invitation to come from 
Montgomery to Macon and make an address on 
“The Principles of Democracy,” for the benefit 
of theJibrary association. 

Mr. Davis replied as follows: 

Brat voir, Miss., April 24th, 1886.—H. C. Hanson 
Esq.—Dear Sir: Yours of the 9th instant has been 
received. Toaid in correcting false ideas in re- 
gard to the character of our governments and the 
fundamental principles of democracy, would beto 
mea laborof love, though I coul 
render such important service as you Suppose. 

Whend accepted the invitation to attend at the 
laying of the corner-stone of the monument tobe 
erected at Montgomery, it was with the condition 

that I was not to deliver an address. My physical 
condition rendered it necessary to make that stipu- 
lation, andI am assured that puolic notice has 
been given of the fact. : 

Thanking your association for the complimenta- 
ry invitation communicated by you, I am compell- 
ed to decline for the same reason which prevented 
me from attempting tomake an address at Mont- 
vomery, Respectfully and truly, 

JEFFERSON DAVIS, 

The Telegraph, on yesterday, in printing 
Mr. Hauson’s letter and Mr. Davis’s reply, 
heads it as follows: | 

“HON. JEFFERSON DAVIS. 
i'e Cannot Extend His Visit Any Further Than 
Montgomery.’’ 

We allude to this matter with reluctance, 
and simply that the people who desire to see 
Mr. Davis may not be deceived into not com- 
ing-to Atlanta, and thereby lose perhaps the 
last opportunity they will ever have of looking 
into the face of our venerable ex-president. 

A letter from Mrs. Davis dated the 24th inst. 
to Mrs. B. H. Hill in respond to an invitation 
to become her guest,states that it will be impos- 
sible for Mrs. Davis to accompany the ex-pres- 
ident, but that he and Miss Davis will accept 
her proffered hospitality with pleasure, and 
will make her housétheir home while in At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Davis can “extend his trip further than 
Montgomery.” He can extend it to Atlanta 
and is going to do it. He will be here on next 
Friday afternoon at 2:25 and will remain here 
through Saturday and Sunday. 

This may be relied on. 

More than a month ago Mr. Davis accepted 
the invitation of the Hill committee in a letter 
to Dr. Spalding, to Mr. Benjamin H. Hill, Jr., 
and to Mr. H. W. Grady. He later wrote of 
his own motion to Mr. Grady calling attention 
to the fact that after the visit of Mayor Reese, 
of Montgomery, he found there had 
heen @ misapprehension as to the 
date in Montgomery; that the celebration 
there would take place on the 28th 
instead of the 26th. Headded: “I call your 
attention tothis fact that there may be no 
conflict between the days at the two places. I 
have only to add that either day would have 
been egually satisfactory to me.” 

Mr. Davis has been constantly advised of 
the arrangements made for his reception here, 
He has been notified that a special train 
would go to Montgomery to meet him, and of 
the hour at which it would return. He has 

accepted Mrs. Hill’s invitation to be her 
guest while in the city. He has taken a 
lively interest in the matter and will certain- 
ly be here. 

This much is printed to show that Mr. 
Davis can “extend his trip further than 
Montgomery,’ and to notify all Georgians who 
wish to see the ex-president that they will fiad 
him in Atlanta on Friday and Saturday. 

There is not and has not been the slightest 
intimation that he would not come, and un- 
less providence interferes between now and 
next Friday morning, he will board the train 
for Atlanta. 


The Davis Special Train. 


Manager Cecil Gabbett, of the West Point 
road, was in consultation with the Hill com- 
mittee on yesterday, and the idea for a special 
train for Mr. Davis has been enlarged. 

Mr. Gabbett has sent his own car, superbly 
decorated, to Beauvoir for Mr. Davis, He 
tendered to the Hill committee the use of his 
ear for bringing from Montgomery distin- 
guished Alabamians who would escort Mr. 
Davis to Atlanta. The special train will there- 
fore consist of four cars, first a baggage and 
music car, second the car of the Hill statue 
committee, which is President Brown’s car, 
and the car of the Confederate Survivors, 
which is the “Patmos,” and the car for the 
Alabama escort, which is Mr. Gabbett’s. 

Considerable rivalry is aroused as to the 
decorations of the three cars. Committees are in 


‘eharge of each car, and as each will try to out 


do the other the decorations will be striking 
and handsome. Mr. Gabbett has issued orders 
to have the engine and baggage car handsome- 
ly decorated, so that the Davis special will be 
the handsomest and most striking train that 
ever ran into Atlanta. It will come on a spe- 
cial schedule, immediately following the pas- 
senger train. 

It is probable the railroad authorities can 
allow thirty minutes for stoppages for the spe- 
cial train, which would give about two min- 
utes to‘each station. , 

As a matter of course, this will depend large 
ly on Mr. Davis’s health and strength. The 
committee will do its utmost to give the people 
of every town on the route asight of the ex- 
president, holding due regard to his health and 
strength. 

To facilitate the seeing of Mr. Davis without 
inconvenience, and without too much discom- 
fort to himself, it is necessary that the crowds 
at every station will observe perfect order and 
decorum. It will be well for them to organize 
under proper leaders before the train arrives, 
so that there will be no crush or disorder. A 
force of officers will attend the train to assist 
or obey such instructions as are necessary. 

It is not expected Mr. Davis will make an’ 
address either in Montgomery or Atlanta. 
General Gordon has been selected to make 
the address in Montgomery, and Mr. J. C. C. 
Black is to make the address in Atlanta, 

Mr. Davis has not intimated, however, that 
he would not make afew remarks such as 
his strength —— to at each place. On 
the contrary we are justified in promising 
that he will do this. |

with flowers from the starting point 
to the end, and earnestly beg the 
ladies of every town and communi- 
ty in the state to send wild flowers, or domes 
tic flowers, in baskets or bouquets, “to my ad- 
dress through the express office, which will 
bring them free. We want every express car 
that comes into Atlanta, from Thursday to 
Friday noon, to come filled to the ceiling with 
flowers. Packages received on the one o’clock 
train on Friday willfbe in time. The committee 
hopes there will not be a community on the 
line of sr of our roads that will not respond 
to this call, and we will make the path of the 
old man glorious.” 

Mie ig you get many flowers from the 
city ? 

“We expect an enormous quantity from 
Atlanta people. Every yard, and every honse 
will be stripped and the flowers sent in. The 
woods are full of wild flowers, and the com- 
mittee begs every merchant and every man 
that has a dray, or wagon, or buggy, to send it 
out Thursday evening or Friday morning and 
bring it in filled with wild flowers. There is 
nothing prettier than the honeysuckle and 
cogwood. There is not a merchant who can- 
not spare his dray for an hour or two Friday 
morning, and he can hardly strike the woods 
anywhere without getting a dray full of 
flowers in a few minutes.” 

“Where shall the flowers contributed by the 
city be deposited?’ 

“In any store or house along the line. 
Where itis found that a store already has a 
large supply of flowers it would be well to put 
them inthenext store, so that they can be 
equally distributed along the route, and the 
children can get them without going too far. ’ 

‘What is the line of march ?”’ 

“We will start at the depot, and go up 
Pryor street to Peachtree, and up Peachtree to 
Mrs. Hiil’s residence, and we want every foot 
of the ground covered with flowers. We will 
have the children there to distribute them, if 
the people will only send them in. I wil! be 
glad to have cards or telegrams from every 
community throughout the state, indicating 
bow many flowers we can expect, and what 
train they will come on.” 

“Ought not the children themselves to 
bring what tlowers they can?’’® 

“Certainly. There is hardly a child whose 
mother cannot provide it with a hand full of 
flowers. When we consider that there will be 
seven or eight thousand children in line, a 
handfull or so from each child in line, will 
make a pretty good start towards our floral 
carpet.” 

As order will be maintained, the children 
will be in no danger. 

Major Slaton says that he has had delega- 
tions from different schools in his office all the 
afternoon asking that they be assigned places 
along the line of march. Mr. Neal, of Kirk- 
wood, came in and said that place must cer- 
tainly be reserved forthe children of DeKalb 
county. Delegations from several of the col- 
ored schools have asked for places, and will be 
given the privilege of seeing Mr, Davis and of 
— flowers on his path, Major Slaton 
said: 

“I have asked all the children whocan to 
go out Thursday evening and collect flowers, 
and have them ready for Friday, and you may 
count on a large amount of flowsrs from the 
children of the schools. This ought to be sup- 
plemented by contributions from every possi- 
ble source, so that the streets can be covered.” 

Captain John Milledge, who has been select- 
ed as marshal of the day, and who is an in- 
comparable marshal], gave a representative of 
THE CONSTITUTION the following indication 
as ns the line of march. Captain Milledge 

siid: 

“I have consulted with Captain Jackson, who 
is in charge of the military, and with the com- 
mittee who is in charge of the arrangements, 
and this is about the programme that is de- 
cided on. If it is not changed it will be con- 
firmed in a publication over my name to- 
morrow. At half-past nine o’clock, the car- 
riages which are to convey Mr. Davis and the 
committee and the guests of the committee will 
meetat Mrs. Hill’s residence. The military will 
mect at the same place, at the same hour. The 
confederate veterans under command of Cap- 
tain Wright will form at the courthouse at 
nine o’clock sharp, march to the intersection 
of Broad and Marietta streets, and there open 
rauks up Marietta street as far as the lines ex- 
tend and be ready to receive Mr. Davis, the 
committee and its guests, and the military es- 
cort. The military and the carriages will 
start from Mrs. Hill’s residence at 9:35 
prompt, the military precedeing the carriages, 
and marching down Peachtree and Broad 
streets to Marietta. Upon reaching Marietta 
street the military will escort the carriages 
through the open ranks of confederate veterans 
until the end of the lines is reached. The mili- 
taly and the carriages will then counter-march 
and halt, while the ranks of confederate vete- 
ransare closed. The confederate survivors 
will then take up their line of march to the 
monument, down Marietta to Broad, up Broad 
to Peachtree, out Peachtree to the monument, 
followed by the military and the carriages. 
When the head of the line of confederate sur- 
vivors reach the statue they will open ranks 
again, and the military will escort the car- 
riages through their open ranks to the plat- 
form. The military will then march down 
Peachtree street to Ivy and there be dispersed. 

“Will the streets be kept clear?” 

“It all depends onthis. I have requested 
Mr. Bain, chairman of the committee, to confer 
with the police commissioners to have the en- 
tire force out, so that the streets will be kept 
entirely clear of every man except those who 
have aright in the procession. The success of 


‘the movement depends absdlutely on this. 


Mr. Bain assures me that he has completed the 
arrangements, and that the streets will be 
kept clear and the procession cleared of inter- 
lopers.”’

ARRIVAL IN MONTGOMERY.

Zhe Sddress to General Gordon and His Eloquent 
Response+The Arrival of Mr. Davis and His 
_Party—His Carriage Driven Through a 
Great Mass of People—His Talk. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,, April 27,---[Speciat.}--- 
The booming of cannon, the cheers-of the 
multitudes, the glare of the fireworks, all 
combined to tell of the great event which 
brought the people together today. Through 
the surging crowds, from whom vociferous 
cheers went up for Gordon, the latter was led 
to the dining-room of the depot, where the 
military were drawn up in line. 

Governor O’ Neal and staff stood at the head 
of the room. 


“Welcome to Alabama,” said the governor, - 


as he grasped Gordon’s hand, “we are proud of 
you.” 

Ex-Governor Watts said: “General, let me 
introduce you to my son, who was born amid 
thestorm of battle,” 

This introduced Mr. Thomas H. Watts, Jr. 
who said: 


‘General Gordon, in the absence of oar honored 
mayor, aud by his request, it becomes my pleasure 
to Welcome you to this city. Montgomery is proud 
to have within her borders at one andthe same 
time the revered civil magistrate and one of the 
most brilliant soldiers of that confederacy which 
was cradled upon yonder hill, and which breathed 


its last upon the fields of Appomattox. 
Amidst the g.zy storms of winter it 
wés born, amongst the April showers 


itdied. Itis fitting then that on this April day 
our City should open wide her gatesto admit the 
chieftains who come not with shouts of war upon 
their lips, but with tears of peace in their eyes to 
aid usin erecting to the memory of the private 
soldier a monument to his fame. Sir, I tender you 


the keys of the city. Amongst its people 
you will find the warmest hospitality 
and the heartiest greetings. The name 
of Gordon is familiar here. 


We remember him as the captain of the Raccoon 
Roughs, of Jackson county, Ala. We remember 
him as the major of the gallant Sixth Alabama. 
We remember him as the general who was last to 
cease firing at Appomattox, and we remember him 
as the general who said to the Pennsylvania 
woman: ‘The] southern soldier makes no war on 
women and children.’ We know you no less as a 
statesman than as a soidier, and in both capacities 
we welcome you to our Capital.”’ 
GENERAL GORDON’S REPLY, 

General Gordon was visibly affected during 
the eloquent welcome extended by the young 
Alabamian and replied as follows: 

Mr, Chairman and Brother Soldiers: This great 
gathering and splendid greeting is ali the more 
appreciated because, unexpected, it strikes the . 
chords of my deepest sensibilities a return to this 
city under so interesting circumstances, the bril- 
liant illuminations and the roar of cannon, recalls 
the scene at the beginning of 1861 which I so well 
remember, when the bonfires lit these streets 
and the heavy guns announced that Alabama had 
decided to strike for independence. But better still 
do I.remember the record made in the blood of her 
sons in seeking to sustain this action of the civil 
authorities. With these recollections all crowding 
upon me,with this magnificent welcome by the civil 
authorities and ‘military commands and by my old 
comrades in arms, thrilling my spirit, any words of 
appreciation which I can aow utter must 
fall far short of expressing my emotiags. I can 
only say that, with all my heart, Ithank you. Let 
me add, however, that not for myself but for an- 
other whose arrival is just announced, are all the 
honors which we and this people can pay due and 
fitting. Let me remark that an eflort may 
be made by designing men to give political signisi- 
cance to the demonstrations of heartfelt welcome 
which youand all our people are prepared to make 
to this our great chieftain. But I do not believe 
any right thinking or broad minded man at the 
north would expect us to do less, All who know 


anything of my course in politics 
since our surrender, know how earn- 
estly and constantly I have labored 


for the reconciliation of the estranged sections. I 
shall stillso labor, and there is nothing in the 
honor paid our leader inconsistent with our duty 
as citizens ofa re-unitedcountry. Butif for hon- 
oring this man who has been made to suffer for us 
we are to be coademned, then for one I say let the 
condemnation come if elections are to be won by 
the sacrifice of our manhood, 

They will be won at a fearful cost to this people, 
and while we will continue as we have! done 
since 1865 to discharge all our obligations as citi- 
zens and open our homes and hearts to our coun- 
trymen ofthe north, I should tell you todo honor 
to Ex-President Jefferson Davis, if for the dis- 
charge ofsomanly and natural ajduty,we should!be 
buried beneath anavalanche of votes at the next 
election. There are some things of more value to 
a people than holding office with all its honors 
and’powers, Letus, my countrymen, in the few 
remaining years which are left to our great captain, 
seek tosmcoth and soften with the tiowers of af- 
fection the thorny path he has been made to tread 
for our sakes, 

MR, DAVIS ARRIVES. 

Scarcely had the general reached his con- 
cluding sentence when the train from Beau- 
voir rolled in, Thousands upon thousands 
had collected. The cannon roared with a 
deeper tone, and cheers from patriotic throats 
echoed a welcome to the grand old man from 
Beauvoir. 

Unfortunately the rain began to descend in 
torrents a few minutes before the train came 
ip, during which the military, drawn up at 
present arms, held their places unflinchingly. 
It was decided not to expose the illustrious 
guest to the danger of the outside demonstra- 
tion, so Governor O'Neal and General Gordon 
went in and escorted Mr. Davis tothe carriage 
in waiting. It was a rare moment. The people 
were wild. Ladies stood under the pelting 
rain; they even braved the mud_of the streets; 
they crowded up by the carriage; they excel- 
led the men in the power of patriotic demon- 
stration. 

From the depot to the Exchange hotel was 

A BLAZE OF BONFIRES 
and electric light. The column marched.— 
first the soldiers in platoons,then the carriages 
flanked by the vererans two‘abreast. On they 
marched with steady step tothe martial strains 
of the old war music which thrilled them so 
often on the fields of the south. Tne crowd 
on the sidewalk swelled out into the street 
and when at last the Exchange hotel was 
reached, it seemed as if the whole world 
might be crowded into the squares around 
The soldiers wer edrawn up in line, from 
the carriage step to the hotel register at a 
present arms. Gencral Gordon alighted first 
amid vociferous cheers, then the venerable 
Governor O’Nealand Mr Davis essayed to 
step out_when hesitating 

HE STOOD ERECT 

and said to the erowd in a clear voice: 
. “My countrymen, my countrymen, with feelings 
of the greatest gratitude I tender you my most 
sincere thanks for your kind reception.” 

He then stepped down and taking the lead 
stepped rapidly and briskly to the hotel regis- 
ter where the well known name was entered. 
He was then conducted to his room, the same 
one by the way, which he occupied when he 
came here in 1861 to take the oath 
of president. ‘He walked under 

AN ARCHWAY OF FEDERAL FLAGS, 
and the next moment was lost to sight. 

The trip from Beauvoir to Montgomery was 
fally as interesting as that of Gordon from At- 
lanta. The special train which left here this 
morning for Beauvoir carried with it all that 
was mortal of the poet priest, Father Ryan, to 
be buried in Mobile. That tongue so eloquent 
in life was eloquent even in death, for now 
could the full import of his cry for rest be 
understood. 

At 11:36 a. m. the train started on its return, 
having on board besides Mr. Davis, his wife 
and Miss Winnie. At one station # soldier 
with a wooden leg got on board and bidding 
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shat’s what I got from the war but I’m 
proud of it.” = 

To this Mr. Davis responded with a hearty 
‘God bless you.’ 

A’ anéther station an old coiored woman, 4 
former slave of Mr. Davis, got on and was loud 
in her blessings on her-old master. 

But after the noise and’ the tumult of the 
day Montgomery sleeps. It is the sleep how- 
ever which is to be followed by a day of start- 
ling events and pleasant memories, a day in 
which Mr, Davis will illystrate the integrity 
of southe:n statesmanship and Gordon will 
speak for the undying bravery of southern 
soldiers. ; 

SCENES AT NIGHT, 

The scenes of tonight mark the closing 
chapter of the historical drama which had its 
opening here in 1861. Then the surging 
crowds which thronged the streets were stir- 
red by passionsof war, and had only words of 


defiance for those who were at cross 
purposes with them, Through four 
years of blood, throngh the 


following era of persecution, when hope was 
hidden under the shadow of despair, through 
that time of peace and returning brotherhood 
which has lately come upon the country, the 
people have passed with a patience born of 
bitter troubles which has at last brought 
them back into the region of 
sunshine; now indeed, the streets 
are again thronged. The empty sleeves 
bespeak the presence of the men who went to 
the front. Youths are boasting of the prowess 
of brave fathers, The illustrious civil head of 
the historic confederacy is here, with the gal- 
jant Gordon, the right arm of 
Lee, gas the , representative of the men 
whose courage in battle and long suffering 


not to stir up war as did the men of 1861, but 
to enshrine in enduring granite the memory 
of the brave men who, having opinions, dared 
defend them, and defending them reddened 
many a field of bloody battle. 

It was indeed a historic coincidence which 
marked the approach of the two trains, the 
one from Beauvoir. bearing ~ ex-President 
Davis with his family, the other from Atlanta 
bearing General J. B. Gordon. 

GENERAL GORDON’S TRIP. 

When the Atlanta train pulled out through 
the smiling country, south, reaching first Fair- 
burn, Newnan, LaGrange, and crossing the 
Alabama line, it was interesting to see the old 
soldiers, {the Rbrave veterans, the men who 
had left arms and legs upon the bloody fields 
of Virginia, grasp the hand of General Gordon 
and recall some reminiscences of the days which 
tiied men’s souls. At LaGrange an honest 
faced veteran pressed his hand through the 
crowd, exclaiming: 

‘This is Burroughs Jones, general,” 

“Again---yes,” said Gordon, his eagle cye 
cast upon the veteran, ‘“‘I saw you, Burroughs, 
upon the field of battle when bullets fell like 
hail, and a braver man than Burroughs Jones 
never lived.” 

The smile which lit up the face of the 
brave veteran told that he would have died 
that instant in defense of Gordon’s name. 

At West Point a party boarded the train. 

“I fought under you, general, and I’ve 
named my boy after my old commander.” | 

It was Mrs, Gordon’s turn this time to ack- 
nowledge this compliment to her husband. 

“We are across the Alabama line,” said a 
soldier. “No,” said another; ‘‘there is no 
line, for you,general, you are at home wfrerever 
you go,” 

At Opelika a grayheaded man put his head 
in at the car window, and grasping Gordon’s 
hand, said: “The last time I saw you you 
passed through here with your Raccoon 
Roughs. I’ve raised a large family of boys 
since and they areall democrats.” 

Another gentleman came up and said “Arm- 
strong is my name, you have as many friends 
in Alabama as you have in Georgia.” 

‘Again I must protest against all this,” said 
a gentleman who had been a quiet listener all 
the way from Atlanta, “I ama South Caro- 
linian and while Alabama has yeason to be 
proud of having given Gordon to the confed- 
eracy, while Georgia has a right to be proud 
of him as a-soldier and a senator, yet South 
Carolina claims the warmest place for him as 
the man who spoke for her when she was 
misrepresented by radical slanderers.” 

And thus stood Gordon surrounded by 
Georgians, Alabamians and South Caroljnians, 
each claiming the greatest interestin him. 
And well they might as he stood there the 
type of manly perfection with his face scarred 
by wounds of battle. Brave, generous and 
faithful, who that loves manhood could with- 
hold admiration. 

“General, we have come for 
you,” said a party of men, 
who broke into the train at Mt, Meiggs, it 
was but a moment when grasping the hands 
of the strangers, Gordon cried out: 

“What, my old comrades come to meet me, 
the mén of the noble Sixth Alabama.” 

So it was. There were the survivors of the 
men who had followed their peerless co:m- 
mander through the thickest. The silver-hairs 
there were scattered thro’ the varying shades 
wrinkles there were in all the faces; sleeves 
there were without arms; and yet the men 
bore in their faces the story of their bravery. 
Picking up the empty sleeve of one of the 
veterans, Gordon looked at it reverently for a 
moment and said: 

“Boys, this is a banner under which all men 
can fight.” 

General Gordon and party were conveyed to 
the special train in waiting, where stood at 
attention the Independent Ritles, under com- 
mand of Captain Fitzpatrick, “Present arms,” 
brought the pieces to the front as Gordon 
appeared. Stepping up tothe general, Captain 
Fitzpatrick said: 

‘“‘General Gordon, these confederate veter- 
ans accompanied by my command, the Indes 
pendent Rifles, successors in name to that band 
of heroes who sustained that name on many 4 
well fought field, have journeyed thus 
far to meet and escort you to 
Montgomery, We _ greet you and 
bid you a cordial welcome into 
the portals we are soon toenter. These men 
are suivivors of the glorious Sixth Alabama, a 
regiment your sword has done so much to im- 
mortalize, and whose fame the world knows 
by heart. In other days they followed you 
through dangers of death and battle, and to- 
night you have got to follow them into the 
gates of the first and fairest city in all Alaba- 
ma. We greet you most heartily.” 

General Gordon, who had listened to this 
eloquent weleome-with bowed head, and in 
deep emotion, said: 

“Boys, this carries me back to the days when 
first we met. [Cheers.] My old comrades of the 
Raccoon Roughs, my old veterans of the gal- 
lant Sixth Alabama, I have a warm place in 
my heart for you. I leave you as brothers.” 

Here the cheers and congratulations to the 
vetéran stopped him, they pulled him into 
a seat and crowded up about him 
and over him, his hat was taken 
away and amid reminiscences of the Seven 
Pines, Sharpsburg, Manasses and other bloody 
fields, the one story cutting into the other. 

Leaving all unfinished in the flood and noise 
of new reminiscences introduced, it was such

neck, and voices trembled as they recounted 
deeds of valor. 

“Do you know how Gordon went into the 
war ?” said a browned and bearded veteran to 
yeur correspondent, “I will tell you. We 
were all miners up in Jackson county, Ala., 
and Dade county, Ga. When the news 
came calling us to arms, our 
souls were fired. We joined the Independent 
rifles, and went to Atlanta expecting te join a 
regiment there. While marching up White- 
hall street some one cried out, “What company 
is that?’ “The Independent Rifles,” cried out 
another. “Notice the Independent Rifles!” 
“Well,” said a man from the ranks, “we are 
the Raccoon Roughs,.” The name thus given 
stuck to the company ever after. The 
explanation of the name is that the men all 
carried raccoon skins for hemlets, We then 
went to Montgomery where the Sixth Ala- 
brma was being formed. There we lost our 
gallant Captain Gordon, for they at once 
elected him major, but we stuck to him when 
there was fighting. If there was fighting any- 
where Gordon was sure to be in it.” 

“And I remember,” said aman with an emp- 
ty sleeve,’‘the first time that Gordon was under 
fire.” ° 

“Tell it, tell it,’ came in a chorus. 

“Tt was at the battle of Seven Pines,” said 
the veteran. ‘‘There was a skirt of woods 
through which an open field was reached at 
the extremity of the field with a thick swamp. 

3ehind it were high entrenchments. ‘Drive the 
enemy from their stronghold,’ was the order 
received by Colonel Gordon,who had under him 
600 men. The charge was made until the 
woods were reached. Turning his horse Gor- 
don said. ‘My men, I am going—those who 
love their country follow me.’ While this was 
being said we were under a volley of shot. 
Turning his horse’s head in the direction of 
the entrenchment as cooly as if he was on dress 
parade, Gordon gave the forward order. Down 
went the lieutenant colonel’s horse, then 
the officer himself. The man 
fell wounded through the heart, though his 
horse ran up the entrenchment and was shot 
down there. The adjutant and his horse fell 
together and Gordon’s herse fell from under 
him, Over 300 of the 600 fell before the works 
were reached, but over them Gordon went on 
foot, having snatched the colors and waving 
them over the field of carnage. It was soon 
ours. Gordon had fourteen bullets in his 
clothing, yet did not receive a scratch.” 

Here the veterans again set up such cheers 
for Gordon as rent the air, and it was hard to 
say where the greatest enthusiasm prevailed, 
on the streets of Montgomery, which city was 
now entered, or on the train which brought 
in the scared veterans. PEA JAY.

AGAINST PRIDE, THE OLD NEGRO, 
CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


The Detectives Working on the Murder Mystery 
Pind Link After Link, Fixing the Chain of 
Evidence Around Tom Pride—How He 
Heard He Was Wanted-— Details. 


A most remarkable chain of circumstantial 
evidence is being woven around Tom Pride, 
the old darkey who was arrested day before 
yesterday, charged with killing Harrison 
Mothershed. 

Two of the best detectives in the city are 
working bard and industriously upon the case. 

On Monday morning Pride left his home 
and went to Mr. John Merchant’s residence on 
Jackson street, where he was making garden. 
He had heard of the discovery of the dead 
body, and when the jury of inquest reached 
the grove 

PRIDE’S SON AND DAUGHTER 
were both there anxiously watching events. 
When the name of Pride was brought into the 
evidence, the boy and girl were quite atten- 
tive. They were known by several persons 
present,and Coroner Haynes being informed 
as to their relationship to Pride, placed them 
on the witnessstand. The boy denied that 
Mothershed had been at his father’s house on 
Thursday night butnoone believed his de- 
nial. The boy stepped from the witness stand 
and moved away without being observed. He 
went direct to'Mr.Merchant’s placeand inform- 
ed his father what had been brought out. The 
old man at once dropped his garden hoe and 
left Jackson street. Soon after 
HE LEFT THE GARDEN 
Officer Green went after him, but was unable 
to trace him any distance. Later in the day 
Detectives Bedford and Steerman succeeded 
in finding Pride on Wheat street, where they 
arrested him after a sharp chase. The broken 
pipe which was found near the dead body 
was supposed to have been Mothershed’s. but 
yesterday it was definitely ascertained that 
Mothershed did not smoke. Pride, however, 
is known to be an inveterate smoker, and, on 
the day after the quarrel between himself and 
Mothershed, purchased a new pipe. The 
pieces of the broken pipe have been gathered 
together, and persons who are 
WELL ACQUAINTED WITH PRIDE, 
say that if the pipe was not his it resembles 
the one he smoked very much. The witness, 
who swore that he saw Mothershed alive on 
Friday morning, will hkely be shown that he 
has made a mistake as to the date, and that it 
was Thursday morning that he saw him, inv- 
stead of Friday morning. Pride, too, wili find 
it a bard matter to prove that he was at home 
Friday night. A negro woman has been re- 
ported as having said that she knew that Pride 
killed Mothershed, because she saw him come 
out of the grove Thursday night, and that she 
heard loud swearing just previous to his ap- 
pearance. This
